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paid, and any excess of funds which may arise from
such levy after paying said bonds and interest shall be
appropriated and used for the purpose of maintaining
and supporting the public schools in said city.

Sec. 4. No part of the funds arising from the sale of
gaid bonds shall be appropriated or used for any other
purpose than that hereinbefore specified.

Sko. 5. Whenever the provisions of this act conflict
with the provisions of the act incorporating said city
of Saint Anthony, the provisions hereof shall prevail
over and modify the provisions of such other act so far
as may be necessary to give the provisions of this act
full effect.

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage. .

Be it enacted by the Legisiature of the State of Minnssota:

Secrion 1. That the board of county commissioners
of the county of Hennepin be and the same are here-
by authorized and empowered at any time before the
first day of August, eighteen hundred and sixty-seven,
to alter the boundaries of any scheol district in the
towns of Minneapolis, (except school district, No. nine,
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in Minneapolis,) Crystal Lake, Hassan, Oorcoran,
Bloomington, Maple Grove and Brooklyn in said coun-
ty to establish new school districts, to divide or nnite
those now in existence and to attach any tract or
tracts not now part of any organized school distriet in
any of gaid towns to any organized district or form the
same into 3 separate district.

Sko. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its
nassage.

dollars each, with interest not exceeding ten per cent.
